‘Near Eastside residents 
wont lose park facilities’

AmeriFlora "92 planners say 
Near Eastside residents will have 
easy access to the recreational 
facilities similar to the ones 
located at Franklin, Academy, 
Wolfe and Nelson Parks once 
work begins on the world fair of 
flowers. 

The project was recently sancti- 
oned by an international horticul- 
tural organization. It will take 
place in Columbus in 1992 to'cele- 
brate the 500th anniversary of 
Christopher Columbus’ discovery 
of America, 

When AmeriFlora planners 
announced plans to extensively 
renovate these four urban parks, 
persons who use and live near the 
area are concerned that they 
would lose access to the active and 
passive recreational facilities. 

According to Dr. John C. 
Peterson, executive director of 
AmeriFlora 92, Academy Park 
will be equipped with “a new 
athletic complex, a new soccer 
field; new basketball courts, anda . 
renovated softball field.” 

Work on these projects will 
begin “in the next year or so,” and 
“will be completed before ‘con- 
struction, begins at Franklin 
Park.” a) A a 

Additionally, “major improve- 
ments are planned at Nelson and 


Driving Parks. We also hope to 
acquire a track of land south of 
Academy Park to build a new 
children’s park,’’ Peterson 
continued. ° 

Once the AmeriFlora displays 
are removed, they will be replaced 
with an array of athletic and 
recreational facilities, “There will 
be a tremendous -net gain in the 
community, in 1993,” Peterson 
said enthusiastically. 


Last Saturday, Peterson and 
other AmeriFlora 92 supporters 
displayed artist renditions of the 
parklands once the work is com- 
pleted, Several hundred commun- 
ity residents were present to pro- 
vide feedback. 

Former businesswoman Edna 
Bryce said, “It’s an honor for 
Columbus to be internationally 
selected as the host city.”

This will allow coverage to be 
extended to eligible, low-income 
people with AIDS or AIDS- 
Related Complex (ARC) who do 
qualify for Medical or other 
health care coverage of AZT. 

“Many AIDS or ARC patients 
are ineligible for Medicaid and 
have no insurance coverage,” said 
ODHS Director Patricia Barry. 
“The AZT emergency fund. will 
allow us to reduce substantially 
the financial burden for those 
patients who may benefit from 
AZT therapy.” 

Ohio has been allocated 
approximately $300,000 in federal 
funds to cover the cost AZT (mar-

Incompetency, ignorance: candidate’s ‘devoted companion’ 


I'm hopeful, but not pre- 
dicting, that this letter will 
completely certify the self- 
induced incompetency of 
Jim Barrett, city clerk can- 
didate.

The late W.O. Walker of 
the Call and Post; Rev, 
Donald G. Jacobs, former 
executive director of the 
Interchurch Council and 
Rev. Jonathan Ealy, execu- 
tive secretary of the former 
United Pastors Association, 
were the co-chairmen of the 
boycott group called “Oper- 
ation Black Unity”. 


Rabbi David Hill and 
myself led the militant boy- 
cotting troops. 

The Black Unity group 
was composed of the Urban 
League, the NAACP, Black 
ministers, Black nationalists 
and forty other Black 
groups. Naturally, Barrett 

_was not a member of any 
boycotting group. 

Three Black businessmen 
and professionals, Booker 
T. Tall, Howard Bush, and 
Fred Benbow, had attemp- 
ted to purchase a McDo- 
nald's franchise with our 
assistance, They were 
strongly reBuffed by 
McDonald's officials at a 
meeting held in the City Hall 
offices of former Mayor 
Carl B. Stokes.” 


As a result of this pur- 
chase attempt, each of those 
involved were threatened 
and harassed by federal and 
local law enforcement agen- 
cies through their employ- 
ers. Not surprising, all three 
men persevered. 

Name calling is usually 
the major weapon of those 
persons who have formed a 
certain devoted companion- 
ship with incompetency and 
ignorance.

Many of us are caught up with 
concern over extinction, Some of 
Africa's wildlife is endangered. 
But the same wildlife flourishes on 
privately owntd game reserves. 
Owners charge high prices for 
admission, and the guests want to 
see the garfier Therefore, it’s in the 
owner's private personal interests 
to make sure there’s no poaching. 

Just look at the animals we're 
concerned about becoming 
extinct: buffalo, eagles, ducks, 
and whales. But there's another 
list for whom there is no concern 
over extinction: pigs, chickens, 
cows, and sheep, They are owned 
by someone, and it’s in their pri- 
vate personal interest to provide 
good care and sensible use. Whose 
personal wealth is threatened by 
mistreatment of the buffalo? 

The conclusion is obvious, If we 
want people doing the socially 
responsible thing, we ought to 
promote private property and 
condemn government ownership
